THESALARY OF WAINWRIGHT'S 
TOWN SECRETARY 


ITH THE SAME PERSISTENCY that characterized it 
asanissue last year, talk is again being heard in 
some quarters relative to decrease in the salary of the town

secretary. Those who are demanding this reduction are the 

- steady advocates of economy who believe that the secretarial 
duties of the town of Wainwriyht are costing too much for 
their administration. 

Like other questions this is open to debate. But without 
any axe togrind, let The Stak be emphatic in its statement 
that neither $125 or $150 per month is one cent too much for 
the payment of atown secretary if that town secretary is 
doing his work in the manner ‘expected of him, The STar be- 
lieves the only point open for argument is not relative to the 
amount of remuneration, but the amount of efficiency in 
control that is given in exchange for the remuneration: 

We have records where towns. of similar situation and 
size to Wainwright have reduced the salary of their secretary 
to a pittance not representing more than a mere existance. It 
has meant decreased efficiency of control, a lack of interest, 
and it hasmeant more. It (8 our belief that the very responsi- 
bility demands a fair living monetary 1eturn. That the posi- 
tion is one calling tor the exertion of careful judgment and 
precision no one. will doubt for a moment. Neither is there 
any gainsaying as to the responsibility. 

Witb all this then, if the duties of Wainwright's town sec- 
retary are not worth the payment of $150 per month, that 15, 

_ of course, providing they are carried out efficiently and well, 
then Wainwright should be without a paid secretary: the town 
should revert to the village order of things, 
These sentiments are expressed without any leaning to- 
ward the present town secretary. -The STAR has no favors to 
show to Mr. Kenny for Mr. Kenny has never shown any favors 


to TheStTar. These sentiments are also expressed without - 
apy leaning toward council for the present council: has never * 


given any support to The Wainwright Star other than that 
which it had to either by necessity orin competition with 
other printing establishments. : 

But with all this, we believe the secretary's job to be worth 
$150 per month and we believe such an amount should be paid. 
And we believetoo, that if a reduction is made, the action 
bringing it about willbe one to the town’s detriment. 


EFFICIENCY MUST NOT BEIMPAIRED 


IME IS AGAIN DRAWING NEAR when citizens of 
Wainwright will be called upon to elect their represen- 
tatives to fill the necessary seats on the council board. It isa 
yearly duty forthe people and aduty in which they should 
place every importance fur the election of men to guide a 
town’s destiny constitutes a call to the people to exercise care, 
judgment, precision, 

With the proposal of the Citizens’ Association to place 
three candidates in the field, the three seats to be filled promise 
to evoke keen competition. The people should be thankful 
for this, for there is nothing like competition to bring out the 
best. Thus the election this year with careful judgment by 
the people should result in the election of councillors who will 
prove of benetit to the town, There is no doubt but what the 
administration of town affairs will again have to be conducted 
along economical lines. Economy will have to be practised as 
it has been practiced during the year now being brought toa 
close. But in this regard, he Stak does not mean to say that 
economy only should come before efficiency. Town business 
must be carried on inan efficient manner; efficieney must not 
be impaired in any sbape or form.

MINING REGULATIONS 


SYNOPSIS OF COAL 


Coal mining rights of the Dominion, in Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta, the Yukon territory, the 
North-West Territories and in a portion of the 
Province of British Columbia, may be leased for a 
term of twenty-one years renewal for a further term 
of 21 years at an annual rental of $1 an acre. Not 
more than 2,560 acres will be leased to ong appll- 
eant. - 

Application for a lease must be made by the ap- 
plicant in person to the Agent or Sub-Agent of the 
Aistrict in which the rights epplied for are situated 

In surveyed territory the land must be described 
by sections, or legal sub-divisions of sections, and in 


staked out by the applicant himself. 

Each application must be accompanied by a fee of 
$3, which will be refunded if the rights applied 
for are not available, but not otherwise. A royalty 
shall be paid on the merchantable output of the 
mine at the rate of five cents per ton. 

The person operating the mino shall furnish the 
Agent with sworn returns accounting for the full 
quantity of merchantable coal mined and pay the 
royalty thereon. If the coal mining rights are not 
being operated, such returns should be furnished 
at least once a yea. 

The lease will include the coal mining rights only, 
rescinded by Chap. 27 of 4-5 George V. assented to 
12th June, 1914. 

For full information application should be made 
to the Secretary of the Department of the Interior, 
Ottawa, or to any Agent or Sub-Agent of Dominion 
Lands.

z OPERATIONS IN oERBIA 


With the retreat of the great- 
er part of the Serbian army 
across the Albanian frontier, 
the slowness of the operations 
against Montenegro and ip 
Southern Siberia, owing to the 
wintry weather. and the ab- 
sence of any major operations 
on the western’ and eastern 
fronts, interest in the military 
side of the war is now trans- 
ferred to the Austro-Italian 
frontier, where King Victor 
Emmanuel's troops aro carry- 
ing onan energetic offensive 
against the Austrians. 

The fighting on this front 
has been the most sustained 
and fiercest battle of the whole 
war. For weeks the. Italians 
have been attacking the Aust- 
rian bridge-heads and mount- 
ain positions along the Isonza 
River, and are slowly but surely 
drawing thejr nets around Tol- 
mino, Gorizia and Dorberdo. 
Their attacks have been repeat- 
ed time after time against po- 
sitions which had been most 
carefully prepared, and, while 
the Austrians report that most 
of these assults have been re- 
pulsed, their accounts are con- 
sidered here to have been so 
worded as to prepare the public 
for the retirement from Gori- 
zia, at leant. 

This for the timo being, is 
Italy's contribution to the Bal- 
kan operations of the allies, for 
it keeps a large force of Aus- 
trians busy, and makes it 
necessary for them continually 
to bring up- reinforcements 
which could be usefully employ- 
ed against the Montenegrins 
and Serbians. 

Artillery, grenade throwers, 
miners, sappers and airmen 
continue their activity on the 
western front, and British moni- 
tors are also making things 
lively for the Germans along 
the Belgian coast. 

The Russians, by a counter. 
attack in the region of Illo- 
ket, have driven Filed Marshall 
Von Hindenburg’s mena little 
farther from the Dvina River.
